WASHINGTON, April 13. — 


(UP) — James Montgomery Beck, 
former 
solicitor general of the 


United States and representative 
from Pennsylvania, died unexpect- 
edly at his home here late yester- 
day. 


Beck, who was 75, had practiced 


law in Washington since his re- 
tirement from the house in 1934. 
He had been prominent recently as 
an American Liberty League at- 
torney and as a bitter critic of the 
new deal. 


His physician said the cause of 


death was coronary thrombosis, a 
heart aliment. He had appeared 
well at luncheon, but 
collapsed 


later and died at 4:30 p.m. 


Beck, in the midst of his third 


term in the house, announced his 
retirement on Sept. 13, 1934, be- 
cause, he said, "under present con- 
ditions congress is merely a rub- 
ber stamp for the executive, and 
to be one-four-hundredth part of 
a rubber stamp no longer appeals 
to me."
